DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 19-33 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1-18 have been 
canceled. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 10/28/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US Pat No 7,541 ,096 has been reviewed and was accepted on 1 1/20/2009. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response 

Applicant's response and amendment to the claims filed on 10/28/2009 are 
acknowledged. The rejections and objections made in the previous office action are 
withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. The restriction requirement mailed 
on 3/31/2009 is withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to a 2H-benzotriazole compound of formula (I) 
or (II). The closest prior art of record is Applicants own patent US Pat No 7,541 ,096, 
which teaches a similar class of compounds. A timely filed terminal disclaimer was 
approved in the instant application overcoming any double patenting issues. Therefore, 
the instantly claimed compounds and device are allowable over the prior art.
